High School Introduces Entrance Exams 


The Office of the Dean, Reverend 
W.J. McDonnell, S.J., ‘36, zeports that 
over six hundred students have been ad- 
mitted to the faculties of Arts, Science 
and Commerce this year. Latest figures 
show that six hundred and thirty-three 
students are registered with the greatest 
number being in the Faculty of Science of 
which the Freshman class has had to be 
divided into two sections. 

In the Extension Department of the 
College, nearly two hundred students have 
been registered in university courses lead- 
ing to Baccalaureates in Science andCom- 


merce. This continues the second year of 
operation for the Extension Department. 
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mount importance. This year, all home 
games were played at Trenholme Park 
and were scheduled so that they could 
easily be attended by all. Should a lack 
of support have been evidenced this year, 
consideration might again have been given 
to discontinuing football. However, ‘that 
support was very much in evidence and 
we are happy to report that the Loyola 
Warriors emerged undefeated champions 
of the Ottawa - St. Lawrence Conference 
for 1958. 


The third phase of registration at 
Loyola is in the High School which, this 
year, has five hundred and fifty students 
enrolled in its four years. Last summer it 
was announced by Reverend Kenneth C, 
Casey, S.J., ‘43, Principal of Loyola High 
School, that entrance exams would have 
to be written by students wishing to enter 
first high. It was felt that this was neces- 
sary due to the large number of boys de- 
Siring admission to the school. In this 
way, the high standards which are to be 
expected of a private school are able to 
be maintained. Of the two hundred stu- 
dents who wrote the entrance exams, there 
was only room for half. Therefore, approx- 
imately one hundred boys were accepted 
for first high. Loyola High School, like 
Loyola College, is now crowded to capa- 
city. 

Many Alumni will hearken back to the 
days when a holiday was declared to cele- 
brate total enrollment of High School and 
College of five hundred. The expansion 
which has taken place over the years is 
proof positive that Loyola is on a path of 
steady progress, With the constant sup- 
port of her alumni as well as industry and 
other friends of the College, Loyola will 
continue to grow, to educate and to serve 
‘*Ad Maijorem Dei Gloriam’’,
